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the Middle States. Dr. Griffis tells what manner of men they were, how they 
struggled for their rights and won in their long contest, first against a selfish 
corporation and then against English Dukes and Kings; how they resisted every 
attempt of the English to fasten a state church upon the American people; how 
loyal their descendents were to the Continental cause and Congress and how 
much we Americans still owe to their enduring influence. The book is a sugges- 
tive contribution to the serious study of our national origins other than English 
and it is the outcome of long labour in the collection of material at home and 
abroad. Both the literary style of the author and the inherent interest of the 
subject make the work very readable.
